The compounds presently claimed differ from those of D1 e.g. in the presence of the aryl 
or heteroaryl ring A between the urea group and the central heterocyclic ring. They differ 
from those of D2 at least in the saturation level of the central heterocyclic ring. 
The present application thus complies with Art. 33(2) PCT. 

3) Inventive Step (Art- 33 (1) and (3) PCT) : 

D1 is considered as the closest prior art since it discloses urea. derivatives (see e.g. 
exemple 46) active as adhesive-molecule inhibitor and thus useful for therapies of 
inflammatory diseases. 

The present compounds are structurally different from those of D1 in several part of the 
molecules, e.g the position of the terminal carboxyl group and the presence of an aryl or 
heteroaryi ring A between the urea group and the central heterocyclic ring.

compounds active as alpha-4 integrin mediated cell adfiesion inhibitors useful in the 
treatment or prevention of inflammatory diseases. 

In the light of the present prior art, the compounds of formula (I) can be considered as non- 
ovious solutions to the problem raised. Pages 14-15 of the description supports the 
biological activity of the examples so that an inventive step in the sense of Art. 33(2) PCT 
can be acknowledged for the present application.
